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REPORTED GERMAN CHECK 


Meanwhile, Moscow reports a sub- 
stantial check to the Germans on the 


Kalinin front, north-east of ‘Smolensk, 


where for the past week there have 
been signs of big German tank con- 
centrations. 

Strong German attacks with three 
infantry regiments, supported by thirty 
tanks, two artillery battalions and air- 
craft, were beaten off after initial head- 
way, and then a heavy Soviet counter- 
attack pushed the Germans back and 
freed a number of strateyic villages. 

This. sucees may m little more 
than a local clash, but, th view otf re- 
cent German activity, it may be the 
first sign of a larger movement aimed 
against Moscow, as a measure of relief 
for the South, where ‘Timoshenko’s 
stroke has upset the Germans’ summer 
time table. . 

German military circles to-night 
claimed that the Kharkov battle “will 
be over in a week,” and that the clash 
now has entered its second phase—that 
of “‘German encirclement.”’ ‘The High 
Command, apparently, is trying to 
gain the day by sheer weight of metal, 
and declares that three Soviet armies 
are already encircled in the ‘‘ bulge.” 


Authoritative circles in London, hows, 


ever, describe such an achievement as 
‘‘improbable, if not impossible,” in the 
comparatively limited area over which 
the battle is raging. 

The Red Army, supported by 
formidable tank and air formations, 
is defending its newly-won positions 
with the same skill and determimation 
as it displayed against Von Bock’s 
fierce drive against Moscow last year. 

The Moscow communiqué reported 
that in the Izyum-Barvenkov © sector 
‘“‘detensive engagements”? with Ger- 
man tanks and infantry were in pro- 
gress, but no Soviet report lends 
credence to Berlin’s “ encirclement ’’ 
claims. 

A fierce struggle is going on for the 
banks of an unspecified river—probably 
a tributary of the Donetz—and several 
German efforts to effect a crossing 
have been checked. At one point Soviet 
troops stormed their way across in u 
counter-attack, and drove the Ger 
mans, -whowalli is: 
suffered heavy losses, from an in- 
habited point. <A fierce artillery duel 
followed. 

Axis reports say that Marshal Von 
Bock is-concentrating all the weight 
of his forces at crossings of the Donetz 
River in order to disrupt Russian 
supplies and troop movements.

MOST BITTER BATTLE 


MOSCOW, Tuesday.—The bitterness 
and intensity of the great struggle on 
the Kharkov front transcends any pre- 
vious battles during the whole of the 
German-Soviet war, according to 
veteran Russian Guards officers, Ali 
types of arms are being used, and air- 
craít are being massed on an unpre- 
cedented scale. : 

Latest Soviet despatches contradict 
Berlin’s claims that Timoshenko’s

The Russian 
Guards Rifle Unit, under Rodimstev, 
a hero of the Soviet Union, has been 
one of the spearheads of the Soviet ad- 
vance; an entire tank division was 
thrown in to hold his men. The 
pangers came forward in waves trying 
to throw the Russians back across a 
certain river. Aided by their tanks 
the Russians held out and im roved 
their positions, despite heavy shelling

circlement in the Eastern campaign,” 
he said. He admitted that ‘‘the pressure 
exerted by the three enemy armies, 
now herded together, is extremely 
strong ” and that ' the Soviet resist- 
ance is still organised. It is estimated 
that on the battlefield south-east of 
Kharkov alone about half a million 
men are still facing one another.’’ 

Marshal Timoshenko, he said, had 
been forestalled by the Germans in a 
plan to catch the German southern 
armies in a pincer movement from 
Kerch and before Kharkov. .' The 
most interesting feature of the present 
battle is that over a wide area German 
and other Axis troops are fighting back 
to back. One of the Axis armies has 
wheeled to the west, while the other,
